Councils 
rejecting 
fines for 
rubbish 

VIRTUALLY no fines have 
been issued for people over¬ 
filling their bins or putting 
them out early in the region, 
it has emerged. 

Local councils, including 
Sandwell, say they do not 
want to punish residents. 

The Government has cut 
the amount authorities can 
fine people who breach rules 
from a maximum of £110 to 
£80. 

But local authorities 
including Sandwell did not 
issue any fixed penalty 
notices in 2011. Dudley 
issued fines, generating a 
total of £200, in the last 
financial year. 

TaxPayers’ Alliance 
spokeswoman Emma Boon 
said: “This is a victory for 
residents. We have always 
campaigned against these 
fines. 

“You have already paid to 
have your rubbish taken 
away, so it’s a disgrace some 
authorities charge people 
extra if they get it wrong.” 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell’s neighbourhood 
services chief, said: “If it 
ever reached a situation 
where a fine was needed we 
feel it should be proportion¬ 
ate to what sort of offence 
may have been committed. 

“Fortunately, residents in 
Sandwell are proving to be 
very good at recycling and 
understand the reasons for 
it.” 

Massive bill 
for thefts 

METAL thieves cost 
Sandwell council over 
£125,000 in 2010 and 2011. 

More than £50,000 was 
spent at Sandwell Council 
House in 2010 after thefts, 
and additional security had 
to be used. Some buildings 
were targeted on several 
occasions including Wednes- 
bury Town Hall and Tipton 
Sports Academy. 

A total of 20 schools in the 
borough were targeted in 
2010, with the repair bill 
amounting to £39,886.13. 

The figures were released 
under the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act.

Andy and Jan Hillier, who 
run SMP in London Street, 
said the trust’s surveyor 
recently upped their offer to 
around £250,000, but it did 
not match their £313,970 
price tag. 

Mrs Hillier said: “The 
offer changed from £200,000 
to £250,000 so quickly, that 
they must understand the 
valuations are low. 

“If we don’t get the value 
we are going to have to take 
them to a tribunal.”

He also helped to convert the Sta- 
bleford Georgian house and out¬ 


buildings, in Stableford near Bridg¬ 
north, into homes. 

A lifelong West Bromwich Albion 
fan, Mr Phillips was known by his 
colleagues as “high density Mike”. 

That was due to his ability to 
design housing with the maximum 
number of dwellings, but without 
compromising on design. 

From the early 1960s he was a 
partner at West Bromwich-based 
PCPT Architects. 

He then started his own practice, 
Michael Phillips’ Architects, in 


1990 in Tettenhall with wife 
Barbara. 

Mr Phillips also produced several 
residential schemes in North Wales, 
including the Express & Star- 
owned flats in Porthmadog. 

Designed 

His Welsh projects earned him 
several accolades. 

His daughter Rebecca Phillips 
paid tribute to her father. 

She said: “Dad was a wonderful 


man who was generous, warm and 
kind to all,” she said. 

Mr Phillips designed and built 
the family home, Hafod which sits 
off Mount Road in Tettenhall Wood, 
before moving to Ludlow and then 
to Birmingham. 

He leaves behind his wife 
Barbara, two sons Simon and Jona¬ 
than and daughter Rebecca, as well 
as six grandchildren. 

His funeral was at St George’s 
Church in Edgbaston.

Co-operative planned to 
run services for schools

GROUND-BREAKING proposals 
for a multi-million pound co¬ 
operative to run school services 
and employ almost 500 people 
are being planned in Sandwell. 

It is hoped to set up the Sandwell Indus¬ 
trial and Provident Society, a non-profit 
making co-operative company, which, if 
approved, would be ready to go into busi¬ 
ness next January. Under proposals, 
schools would become majority owners of 
the company, with the council as a junior 
partner. The staff, now employed by the 
council, would become employees of the 
IPS. 

The IPS would provide key services such 
as music tuition, school meals, health and 
safety, broadband, and staff and governor 
training. At present, these services are 
owned and operated by the council, but 
largely paid for by schools. 

The proposal, which will involve consult¬ 
ing governors, headteachers and staff, will 
be considered by the council’s cabinet on 
July 11. 

Growing 

Schools already spend nearly £9 million 
a year on these services and the council 
invests another £2m. 

The proposals will allow schools to 
control what is on offer, education bosses 
say. All the money made is recycled back 
into the schools and the services. The IPS 
will be able to offer the services to schools 
outside Sandwell, where there is a growing 
market. 

A “shadow” IPS board of directors made 
up of governors, headteachers and council 
representatives, are already meeting to 
develop the plans. Education councillor 
Bob Badham said: “This is a very exciting 
prospect and a national first. 

“The proposal is to place control of the 
services schools need into their own hands. 
Education shouldn’t be about making 
profit so the IPS set-up ensures all the 
money made stays within schools and serv¬ 
ices. 

“So far we’ve had very positive responses 
from schools, the phase we’re in now is to 
consult with them and with the staff who 
work in the services proposed to go in the 
IPS. 

“I hope we’ll get strong backing for the 
IPS as I firmly believe this will secure the 
future for the services.” 


A NEW £900,000 pavilion marking the next 
milestone in the history of a West Bromwich 
park, has been opened. 

The new Dartmouth Park Pavilion rose 
from the ashes of the former Victorian 
Refreshment Room which was burnt down 
in 1983. 

Visitors can walk through the building 
learning all about history of the park and 
some of the people responsible for its legacy. 

Among those were the family of former 
Baggies footballer Joe Johnson. 

His relatives were guests at the official 
opening of the pavilion on Monday. 

The West Bromwich Albion player’s 
family ran the Refreshment Room for more 
than three decades from 1946. 


Mr Johnson’s daughters Shirley and Josie 
opened the pavilion’s new snack bar in his 
honour. Family photographs depicting their 
time in charge form part of an exhibition 
showcasing the history of the park, which 
was opened in 1878 with the Refreshment 
Room built around the same time. 

One of the images shows Joe standing 
with his children and his new car, which was 
bought with his testimonial money, outside 
the Refreshment Room. 

His daughter Josie, now 71, said the 
family were delighted. 

“It is a great memorial to our father. We 
made a lot of friends over the years and it is 
wonderful for West Bromwich to have the 
pavilion,” she said. 


Grandmother-of-nine, Shirley, aged 76, 
added: “It has been wonderful for the family 
and it is nice to known he is still fondly 
remembered. ” 

They reminisced as some of the players 
used to come up to the Refreshment Room 
after training for a cup of tea. 

A walkway winds around the building 
with panels researched by the Friends of 
Dartmouth Park. 

These reveal the origins of the park and a 
timeline of how it came into being. They also 
chart its history and the life stories of those 
like famous West Bromwich Mayor Reuben 
Farley and West Bromwich-born actress 
Madeleine Carroll.

Expert help with building use 


CONSULTANTS could be brought in 
for up to five months to decide the 
future of a landmark college building, 
Government chiefs have revealed. 

Students moved from the site to a 
campus last February. 

Whitehall’s Homes and Communi¬ 
ties Agency, which took control of 
Sandwell College’s West Bromwich 
High Street building, will use consult¬ 
ants to consider its future use, it has 
emerged. 

Pupils transferred to a £77 million 
campus in Spon Lane four months ago. 


The High Street building was for¬ 
merly owned by Advantage West Mid¬ 
lands. 

There are still no concrete plans for 
it but Sandwell Council is looking at a 
“mixed use” for the building with 
shops, offices and homes. 

Investigate 

Now the agency has revealed outside 
help could be brought in for a period of 
up to five months to investigate options 
for the landmark. 

Spokeswoman Johanne Thomas 


said: “The options the consultants will 
work with us on, are for mixed-use 
development and we are looking to 
appoint them in June and they will 
spend four to five months working up 
the options.” 

Sandwell College’s building in 
Pound Road, Oldbury, is being pulled 
down by Bovis Homes and will be 
replaced with 117 homes. 

A sister college site on Crocketts 
Lane, Smethwick, may also be used for 
houses. 


Great war heroes 
honoured in book

TWO First World War heroes 
who were awarded the Victo¬ 
ria Cross have been immor¬ 
talised in a new book. 

Smethwick Heritage Centre 
manager Chris Sutton has penned the 
work, For King & Country, about 
Smethwick Great War soldiers Sgt 
Harold Colley and Major Herbert 
James. 

The VC is the highest award for 
extreme bravery which can be made to 
British and Commonwealth forces. 

Both men were highly decorated, 
and mentioned in dispatches. 

Major James was a Military Cross 
winner, and Sgt Colley earned the Mil¬ 
itary Medal. 

Retreated 

Sgt Colley of the Lancashire 
Fusiliers 10th battalion, died, aged 24, 
from his wounds after his heroic efforts 
at Martinpuich, France, in 1918. It was 
thanks to him that the Germans were 
prevented from breaking through the 
Allied lines there. 

He was born in Birmingham, but 
lived in Cheshire Road, Smethwick. 

Major James, a father-of-one, died 
alone having retreated from the plau¬ 
dits of those who welcomed him home 
as a hero after his action against the 
Turks in Gallipoli in 1915. 

Mr Sutton said: “They were fasci-

nating men. James was a jobbing 
soldier with a nurturing side, as he 
worked as a teacher as well. 

“Colley was the archetypal figure of 
a man, an athletic sportsman. Both 
were extremely brave and performed 
amazing deeds.” 

Major James was also born in Birm¬ 
ingham but grew up in Three Shires 
Oak Road, Bearwood. 

He joined up before the war and 
served in the 4th battalion of the 
Worcestershire Regiment, rising 
through the ranks. He survived the

Battle of the Somme, was mentioned in 
dispatches twice. 

He was just 26 years old when he 
earned his Victoria Cross.

More officers forced to quit 


NEARLY 800 experienced 
West Midlands police officers 
will have retired under a con¬ 
troversial scheme by 2015, it 
has been revealed. 

Officers with 30 years’ service are 
being forced to retire under regulation 
A19 to save money. 

Since 2010,339 officers have left and a 
further 163 are expected to follow 


between now and the end of next April 
to make savings. 

But up to 2015, the force predicts that 
a further 272 experienced officers will 
be cut, taking the overall number to 
depart to 774. 

This would be more than the 649 
that was first estimated in 2010. 

In a report to the authority’s person¬ 
nel committee, chief constable Chris 
Sims said: “The higher turnover 
means the force is exceeding the reduc¬ 


tion in officer numbers originally pro¬ 
jected.” 

But he said additional financial 
savings may be imposed by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

The force has to save £126m and Mr 
Sims has made about £78m of savings. 
The Police Federation which repre¬ 
sents rank and file officers, is against 
the use of A19. Some officers have 
pursued legal action on the grounds of 
age discrimination.

Following the extractions dentures were fitted and he no problems 
for a few years. It was a welcome break from the pain he had experi¬ 
enced and the catalogue of dental disasters he had endured. 

But the natural ageing process began to take its toll and Clive ex¬ 
perienced stability problems with the lower denture as his gums re¬ 
ceded. For five years he endured the embarrassment of dentures, 



sore spots on his gums and denying him¬ 
self some of his favourite foods. “It took 
real determination to face up to the prob¬ 
lem and the prospect of more dental 
work.”

Pubs axed as firm with huge 
debts is prepared for sale 


ADMINISTRATORS for a 
Midland pub firm with £23.4 
million debts have begun to 
close under-performing 
venues as they try to sell the 
business. 

Zolfo Cooper was appointed joint 
administrators of Calco Pubs Limited 
in January. 

The company owns and operates a 
chain of 79 managed and tenanted pubs 
across the Midlands and north of 


England. Administrators have called 
last orders at Bridge Cross Working 
Men’s Club, in Burntwood. 

They have also sold off the former 
Yew Tree Sports and Social Club on the 
Sandwell and Walsall border. 

They now plan to improve the 
company’s top-end venues and get rid 
of more of the less profitable ones so the 
business is a more attractive prospect 
to buyers. 

A Zolfo Cooper spokesman said: “The 
administrators continue to assess the 


portfolio of pubs on an on-going basis.” 

Calco runs venues including the 
Oxbarn Members Club in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, the Bulls Head in Birmingham 
Street, Oldbury, and Dudley Social 
Club. 

Profitable 

Andy Hipgrave, manager of the 
Oxbarn Members Club in Church Road, 
Bradmore, for the past seven years, 
said: “There has been little reinvest¬ 
ment in some pubs so they have not 


moved with the times to stay prof¬ 
itable.” 

Mr Hipgrave, who has five staff, said 
any closure would affect footballers for 
the Penn Oxbarn team based at the 
club, which play in Wolverhampton’s 
Sunday League, and also the nearby 
Alzheimer’s Society, which meets there 
for twice a month. 

Bridge Cross Working Men’s Club 
has been bought by Aldi. 

The Yew Tree Sports and Social Club 
has since been demolished for housing. 


Plan for new 
interchange 

FUNDING options are being investi¬ 
gated to pedestrianise a street in 
Blackheath town centre and make it 
a bus interchange. 

It is one of the options being con¬ 
sidered by transport chiefs to ease 
bus problems in the town. At a 
Transport Users Forum in April, 
council chiefs and transport author¬ 
ity officials reassured residents that 
they were committed to an improved 
interchange in Blackheath. 

Sandwell Council and Centro hope 
to be able to identify funding for the 
plan following the transport network 
review in October. Councillor Roger 
Horton said they had been looking at 
pedestrianising the island in the 
centre of Blackheath for many years.

FRAUDSTERS from Oldbury 
who ran a £1 million fake 
designer clothes racket could 
be made to repay tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

Hayley and Keith Horton sold coun¬ 
terfeit clothing on internet auction 
website ebay. Hayley Horton, aged 40, 
was handed a 27-month jail sentence in 
March as the brains behind Wags Classy 
Rags, while her husband Keith, 46, was 
jailed for 21 months. 

Now the pair of Harborne Road, could 
be ordered to repay the costs of the 
investigation and lawyers’ bills which 
built up ahead of their prosecution. 

The investigation by an undercover 
officer at Sandwell Council’s Trading 
Standards team alone cost £21,600. 

That will be added to legal bills which 
are thought to run into tens of thou¬ 
sands, as the case was originally listed 
for a two-week trial in November last 
year, which involved taking statements 
from industry and trademark represen¬ 
tatives, and witnesses. 

The trial did not go ahead as the pair 
- who have a two-bed apartment in 
Estepona, Spain, and a plot of land in 
Brazil - each entered written guilty 
pleas to seven charges of possessing 
counterfeit material, one of selling 
couterfeit material and five of money 
laundering. 

The application for them to repay 
investigation costs will be made at a 
hearing later this year.

PARK LANE in Wolver¬ 
hampton is named not 
because it’s adjacent to a 
park, but because it runs 
through the Fallings Park 
area of the city, leaving the 
Cannock Road in the area 
of Park Village. 

In 1908 there was a Model 
Housing Exhibition at Park Village, 
part of the garden suburb move¬ 
ment which was sweeping the 
country, and architects were invited 
to build modern houses to replace 
the old Victorian slums. 

At the time, behind Park Lane 
School, the lane ran straight into 
fields of wheat and hay which 
stretched to the village of Bush- 
bury, but this was not to last long. 

In 1911 a Birmingham company 
called Efandem, which made elec¬ 
trical devices like torches and cycle 
lights, and the batteries to power 
them, built its new factory on Park 
Lane. 

The firm was taken over by Ever 
Ready in 1925, and added radios to

its many products, including the 
famous ‘saucepan radio’, which was 
built in a case like a saucepan, for 
the African market. 

The abiding memory of local 
people, however, is of the women 
who made the batteries, emerging 
at the end of the day, blackened 
from the carbon rods they handled. 
Radio production ceased in 1968 
and in 1980 the factory closed. 

In 1914, on the other side of Park 
Lane, Sydney Guy, who had been 
manager at the Sunbeam, built his 
new factory to make a 30 cwt lorry. 

Boosted by huge orders for the 
war effort, Guy Motors expanded 
rapidly, making not only trucks but 
also aero engines. Although Sydney 
Guy dabbled in car manufacture 
after the war, it was commercial 
vehicles which were to dominate 
the Park Lane production lines, 


trucks and buses, both trolley 
buses and motor buses. With 
Wolverhampton Corporation one of 
his biggest customers it was not 
surprising that they built their 
Park Lane Bus Depot on the other 
side of Park Lane, to house up to 56 
assorted buses. Guy was taken over 
by Jaguar in 1961 and after that 
became part of British Leyland. 

In 1915 another large factory 
opened in Park Lane, ABC Coupler, 
making automatic couplings for 
railway rolling stock, and other 
related products. It was to remain a 
major employer until 1961 when it 
abruptly closed down, the factory 
being bought by Guy. 

The other major factory on Park 
Lane opened in 1920. Henry 
Meadows was created to make 
gearboxes but soon added petrol 
and most importantly diesel 
engines to its products. It closed in 
1960, and was followed by Guy 
Motors in 1982, the last of the big 
names that made Park Lane such a 
power-house of manufacturing. 

Small firms occupy some of the 
old factories, or units on the sites.

Fears for baths as £l5m 
leisure plan is unveiled 


CONCERNS have been raised 
over a Grade ll-listed public 
baths after plans were 
unveiled for a £15 million over¬ 
haul of leisure facilities in 
Smethwick. 

Residents are asking what will 
happen to the art deco Smethwick 
Swimming Centre, Thimblemill Road, 
after Sandwell Council revealed propos¬ 
als for a new leisure facility for the town. 

Questions have also been raised about 
what the plans will mean for the Hadley 
Stadium in Waterloo Road, and Langley 
Baths. 

Sandwell Council is planning the new 
leisure centre on the site of the Harry 
Mitchell Centre, in Broomfield. 

Ward councillor Bob Piper said he had 
received a number of phone calls and 
emails from worried residents.

“My concerns are about capacity and the 
future use of the buildings. The Thim¬ 
blemill baths site is Grade Il-listed and I 
believe Hadley Stadium has a covenant 
on it restricting its use to sport. Langley 
Baths has been there for ages. 

“If three sites are closed, I wonder if 
there will be enough capacity in one new 
centre for everyone in Smethwick.” 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said: “We will do extensive con¬ 
sultation with residents to see what they 
want us to do with the other sites before 
we build anything. 

“'We can guarantee the existing 
centres will remain open while any new 
leisure centre is built.”

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Somme visits 
unearth history 

WHEN Tony Kirk found a cut-throat razor on a French battlefield he 
spotted that it stood out from the rest as the owner had carved his 
name into it. 

The razor may have been almost 100 years old, but back at his Wolverhampton home 
Tony started doing some research on the name ‘Cowell’ that was scratched into the razor. 
He not only found out the full name of the 
soldier - John William Cowell, but also 
which regiment he was with, how he died 
and also found a photo of the young man 
who was killed in the attack on Serre on 
July 1, 1916. 

For the last 16 years Tony has regularly 
gone out to the Somme with friends and 
family, and usually brings back an item 
which he can research. 

“I had an interest in military items and 
16 years ago a friend said he was going to 
visit the Somme so I decided to go with 
him,” says Tony, who has one son Dan, 21. 

“As well as hundreds of graveyards there 
are ploughed fields that you can walk across 
and pick up items, which have been there 
for decades. It amazed me how peaceful it 
was but within minutes I had found a fuse 
head from a shell, caked in mud. You can’t 
imagine those quiet fields were once the site 
of a battle where hundreds of people died.”

Tony goes out to the Somme for a week 
around three times a year and says among 
the easiest items to find are grenades. 

“In a week it is easy to find around 30 
grenades, but you have to be very careful as 
some of them may not have gone off,” he 
says. “If they haven’t gone off I leave them 
as it means there is something wrong with 
them - but I’ve seen other collectors hitting 
them with a hammer. ” 

Tony, 57, says: “When I found the cut¬ 
throat razor with the name Cowell carved 
into at Serre I knew it would lead to more 
information. I discovered that John 
William Cowell had been a member of the 
Accrington Pals battalion and he had died 
on the field where I found his razor.” 

The Accrington Pals was created in the 
early months of the First World War in

response to Kitchener’s call for a volunteer 
army. Groups of friends from all walks of life 
in the Lancashire town enlisted together to 
form a battalion. In its first major action, the 
battalion suffered devastating losses in the 
attack on Serre on July 1, 1916 - the opening 
day of the Battle of the Somme. 

“John’s body was never found but I discov¬ 
ered a picture of him and that he used to reg¬ 
ularly write postcards to his wife Polly,” added 
Tony.

A MULTI-MILLION pound sixth 
form centre in the Midlands will 
be open in time to welcome hun¬ 
dreds of students this September. 

More than 500 people have applied to 
study A-levels at the £6million Dudley 
Sixth, which will be run by Dudley College 
in partnership with five town schools. 

Although the Priory Road building looks 
far from completion, director of estates and 
capital projects Steve Johnson said it will be 
open in September.

Then the rain poured last month 
and it proved key to keeping the project on 
time and ready for the students - we’re very 
confident it will be open in time.”

A TIMBER building which is in 
the middle of a cluster of his¬ 
torical landmarks in Sandwell 
will be demolished despite 
planning rules to preserve the 
look of the area. 

Once cleared, the space will become 
part of a car park. 

Sandwell Council has won planning per¬ 
mission to flatten the timber building 
behind Central Library in West 
Bromwich High Street, despite conser¬ 
vation area planning rules. 

The car park is being extended to cope 
with the influx of people into the town 
after its £200 million regeneration led by 
Tesco.

The project will create 41 extra spaces.

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Quick-fix to kitchen is 
recipe for adding value

Improving your kitchen doesn’t 
have to be a big and expensive 
job, says Julia Gray. Follow her 
top tips for a quick and easy fix 


IT’S often said that the 
kitchen is the room most 
likely to persuade you to buy 
a property - or the room most 
likely to put you off, depend¬ 
ing on what it’s like. 

So it goes without saying that if 
you’re considering putting your home 
on the market, it pays to make sure the 
kitchen is up to scratch. 

Even if you’re not selling, an attrac¬ 
tive, well-organised and functional 
kitchen adds to the value of your home 
and makes it nicer to live in. 

Of course, the thing about new 
kitchens is that they cost money - lots 
of it. 

Gutting the room and starting from 
scratch is a great way to create your 
dream kitchen, but only if you have the 
cash and time and are prepared to put 
up with the disruption. 

If you want a quick fix, however, 
there are lots of inexpensive things you 
can do to make your kitchen work and 
look better. 

The obvious starting point is 
repainting the walls and ceiling, but 
changing the unit doors is also easy to 
do - B&Q has a good selection of doors. 

You could even fit (or get a carpenter 
to fit) a new worktop — try eBay for 
inexpensive wooden ones. 

Retiling the walls (or painting the 
existing tiles) and laying new flooring 
will make a big difference, too. 

If lack of worktop space is a problem, 
think about how you can make what 
you’ve got go further. 

Use microwave brackets to get your 


microwave off the worktop. Are there 
any small appliances you hardly use 
that can be put (or given) away? 

Another solution to lack of work¬ 
space is to install an island unit - if 
there’s room. 

If there isn’t, maybe a slimline table 
or breakfast bar will give you more 
workspace and still allow you to move 
around the room easily? 

Display 

Billing your kitchen as a kitchen- 
diner when selling your home is a big 
plus. 

Hinged tables that fold flat against 
the wall when not in use are a great 
idea if space is tight - try the Bjursta or 
the Norberg, both £29 each, Ikea. 

Got nice glasses, crockery and pots 
and pans? Fit shelves to display them 
on - floating shelves are still fashion¬ 


able. This gets them out of the cup¬ 
boards, freeing up space, and you can 
make a nice display out of them. 

Alternatively, saucepans and uten¬ 
sils can be hung from wooden or metal 
hanging or wall rails to get them out of 
the way. 

If your kitchen has high ceilings and 
you’re happy to change the wall units, 
invest in extra tall ones. 

Failing that, stack attractive baskets 
or boxes on top of the existing wall 
units to make the most of the space. 
However, don’t store anything heavy 
up there. 

When you’re replacing a kitchen, it’s 
easy to incorporate clever design ideas 
for awkward and small spaces, but if 
you’re making the best of what you’ve 
got, it pays to think laterally, especially 
when selling your home.

AMAZING but true, the fine-driving Ford 
Focus is now at its finest with the smallest 
engine in the range. And driven gently you’ll 
be saving the planet while having fun. 

Until recently diesel power looked like tne conventional 
answer to better fuel figures: simpler and cheaper than 
adding batteries and electric motors. More sure of a result, 
too. 

But with tough new Euro laws about tailpipe pollution on 
the near horizon it’s going to be expensive to make diesels 
comply, so car makers are turning back to petrol power. 

Now, from Ford’s European engine design centre in 
deepest Essex, comes perhaps the most convincing case yet 
that there’s life left in petrol. 

With a mere three cylinders (four is the usual minimum) 
and capacity of just one litre, this is a little engine for sure, 
taking up less space and weighing lots less than the 1.6 litre 
lump it’s designed to make redundant. 

It also posts a 56.5mpg diesel-like economy figure in the 
official Euro tests every new car has to endure, but more of 
this later. All is not what it seems when the rules have to be 
observed. 

The high-tech content of the new engine (with an expen¬ 
sive turbocharger included) means you’ll pay £250 extra for 
the little ‘un under the bonnet, compared to the current 1.6 
which produces the same 125 horsepower but does less well 
in the official economy tests. 

At £17,945 for the likely most popular Zetec version, the 
Focus is not a cheap car. Splashes of sporting red inside the 
car added a visual lift, helped by a Persil-white paint job. 

It doesn’t take long (well, moving off from rest will do it) 
to realise Ford’s bevy of Essex engineers have come up with 
a gem. 

It sounds eager in a distant and charmingly thrummy 
way and any fears that the tiny powerplant might shake 
itself to pieces is banished as you engage the clutch and pull 
smoothly away. 

With the turbo puffing fuel and air into the engine from 
low revs you’d never believe there was an engine up front 
that some motorcyclists would consider insultingly small. 

Terrier 

It pulls like a terrier hanging on to a bone and the new 
lightness up front means the Focus, already a nimble- 
feeling car, gains a delightful edge of added eagerness when 
you turn the wheel for a corner. 

This latest version of the Focus has been gently chided for 
a lack of driving delight compared to earlier models. If that 
was true, it is no more with this minimally engined model. 

But we must now cut to the chase. Driving delight is but 
an incidental in this car’s battery of pluses. It exists to make 
a gallon of petrol go a long way, and as closely matched to a 
diesel as possible. 

Good for Ford, there was an old-engined 1.6 litre petrol 
model available for a drive before jumping into the new 
baby. First impressions, as always, were of a car designed to 
please a keen driver. 

At the end of the shortish test the trip computer showed 
I’d managed 38mpg over a mix of country roads and edge- 
of-town work, none of it good at making the most of the con¬ 
tents of the tank. 

Switching into the new 1.0-litre machine it was hard not 
to enjoy its delights, although even at modest speed the way 
it answers the helm will make any driving enthusiast smile. 

And at the end of the same test route... the same answer 
on the dash: 38mpg. 

I don’t doubt that with restraint that figure will improve, 
perhaps greatly. As it stands I need longer with the car - not 
a hardship and something I look forward too. 

The future may have arrived. I hope so.

Raging Bull’s story is returning to the screen 


JAKE LaMOTTA insists his life story will again be immor¬ 
talised on the silver screen. 

The 90-year-old, world champion from 1949-51, con¬ 
firmed a second film is being made about his life. He 
revealed the plan at a sportsman’s dinner at the Mount 
Hotel in Tettenhall, Wolverhampton, writes Craig Birch. 

The news came 32 years after ‘Raging Bull’ - starring 
Robert De Niro as LaMotta and directed by Martin Scors¬ 
ese - dominated the 1980 Academy Awards. 

And there will be a sequel - with William Forsythe 
attached to star as LaMotta both before and after his pro 
boxing career - hot on the heels of a documentary called 
‘Moving Ahead’. LaMotta said: “Raging Bull Two is coming 
out and it’s going to talk about my early age in boxing. 

“But there’s going to be a documentary coming out right 
before that, it’s in the works. 

“Two more beautiful things are going to happen in my life 
and I don’t know if I deserve it, or do I? I have spoken to 
William Forsythe and I think he will do a good job. 
Nominated 

“I am curious to see how it’s going to come out. Robert 
was a great actor and, by the time I got done with him, he 
could have fought professionally. That’s how good he was. 

“In the beginning, when we were sparring, he was afraid 
to hit me. “I said to him: ‘You can hit me all you want, 
because you are not going to hurt me.’ 

“The film was nominated for eight Academy awards and 
landed De Niro an Oscar for Best Actor. I wanted to play 
myself in the movie but the producer said I wasn’t the type!” 

LaMotta has been married a further three times and aged 
46 years since the timescale of the original ‘Raging Bull’ 
came to an end. Today, he’s engaged to be wed for a sixth 
time, to fiancee Denise. 

That happiness contrasts with his most infamous act, 
openly throwing a fight for the Mafia against Billy Fox. It got 
the New York-born Italian-American his world title-winning 
shot against Marcel Cerdan in 1949 and still cuts deep. 

He said: “It was the Mafia era. They made me do some¬ 
thing I didn’t want to do so I could get the chance to fight 
for the middleweight championship of the world. 

“And, if I had to do it all over again, I think I would have 
done the same thing.”

Blues assistant manager 
Colin Calderwood, first- 
team coach Paul Trollope 
and goalkeeping guru Dave 
Watson will join Hughton. 
Compensation has been 
approved between the two.

Roberto Di Matteo.

By making a late pitstop on lap nine, 
Yelloly was able to jump Bianchi and 
Frijns in the pits and rejoined the track 
in the equivalent of second place. 

On lap nine the race was stopped 
then restarted under safety car condi¬ 
tions and Yelloly thought it too danger¬ 
ous to try to pass first-placed Kevin 
Magnussen.
